A HORRIBLE FATE. 


Anton Dusback Falls into a Tank 
of Sulphuric Acid. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WOODBRIDGE (N. J.,) Sept. 
“Kill me! Kill me! 
misery!’ 
This was the agonizing cry of Anton 
Dusback, who had been employed in 
the Guggenheim smelting works near 
this place. Dusback was working near 
@ tank of sulphuric acid, when he lost 
his balance and plunged head foremost 
to a fate more horrible than death. He 
still lives, but in such agony that he 
prays for death constantly. His eyes 
oe badly burned and his hair is eaten 
oO 
Dusback stood on a box that was 
placed so he could look over the edge 
of the tank. While so engaged, the 
box slipped from beneath him and he 
plunged headforemost into the tank ‘of 
acid. His cries as he rose to the sur- 
face of the acid brought his feNow- 
employes to the tank, and the man 
was fished out. When taken from: the 
acid, Dusback was unconscious. In 
addition to the burns on his head his 
body was burned terribly, and in at- 
tempting to remove his clothing, ‘his 
rescuers pulled some of the flesh with 
it. Opiates fail to stifle his cries, and 
he begs constantly to be killed.

SATOLLI’S SUCCESSOR. 


Bishop Martinelli is Interviewed on 
His Arrival at Dublin. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

DUBLIN, Sept. 22.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
Archbishop Martinelli, the newly-ap- 
pointed apostolic delegate to the United 
States, is here on his way to his new 
post of duty, and to a representative of 
the Associated Press he talked quite 
frankly on his mission and something 
of his plans. He said he would make 
Washington his headquarters while on 
his mission. Upon being complimented 
upon his excellent command of Eng- 
~—_. the archbishop responded, explain- 
ng: 


“I have had fifteen years’ experi 

while teaching the Irish Auguatteeen 
in Rome in using English, but in 
1889 I was appointed prior-general of | 
the order, and so have lost some,. I 
hope to make it up.” 7 

He added, in reply toa query: “TJ do 
not bring any instructions from the 
Pope on the labor question. The world 
already knows the Pope’s views on the 
subject.” 

Upon the Associated Press represen- 
tative mentioning the pending Presi- 
dential election in the United States, a 
smile stole over the features of the 
delegate, and he replied: 

“I am aware of the deep interest in 
that subject, but a delegate has only 
to do with ecclesiastical affairs.

IT'S THE YEAR. 


Republican Principles 
Must be Asserted. 


Enemies of Good Government 
Shall be Crushed, 


McKinley Sounds the Slogan for 
the Great Contest. 


Ex-President Harrison Speaks to the 
New York Commercial Travelers. 
A series of Six Debates Between 
Jerry Simpson and C. I. Long. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CANTON (O.,) Sept. 22.—Three or- 
ganized delegations had appointments 
with Maj. McKinley today. The first, 
which arrived at noon, consisted of Re- 
publicans and friends of Maj. McKin- 
ley from Holmes county, O., one of the 
strongest Democratic sections in the 
country. An address was made by Dr. 
Bingham of Millersburg, and responded 
to by Maj. McKinley, who said: 

My fellow-citizens: It gives me very 
great pleasure to welcome to my home 
the citizens of Holmes county. I recall 
with special satisfaction that in 1890, by 
the act of the Legislature, your county 
became a part of the Congress district 


in which I was a candidate on the Re- 


call your warm welcome; I recall your 
words of good cheer; I recall the en- 
couragement which you gave me at 
every turn, and, although an over- 
whelming Democratic county as you 
have always been, it was pleasant to 
me in studying the returns to observe 
that by your aid and that of some of 
your Democratic neighbors, the result 
showed a Republican gain. (Applause.) 

This was the year when the prophet 
was abroad in the land. The campaign 
was one of prediction and prevarica- 
tion; the tin-peddler was abroad in 
Holmes county. His marvelous tales 
startled the community. (Laughter and 
applause.) Tin never was so high be- 
fore or since. We had only just enacted 
the protective law of 1890, and we had 
determined that we would establish in 
the United States factories that would 
make tin plate for the uses of our own 


} people. (Applause.) And we have done 
it, 


(Great cheering.) And. the people 
of Holmes county will recall today that 
not a single prophesy, not a single pre- 
diction made in 1890 respecting the price 
of tin has’ been verified. 

And this year, as in 1890, we are en- 
gaged in a campaign which is fruitful 
of promises. Six years ago, free trade, 
as your spokesman has said, was to be 
a cure for all ills, the panacea for all 
troubles. Well, we have now for four 
years enjoyed partial free trade in the 
United States, more especially in wool. 
(Laughter and tremendous cheering.) 
And what effect has it had upon the 
wool-growers of Holmes county and 
other wool-growing counties in Ohio 
and the country? (Applause.) You 
know better than I can tell you. Now, 
it is free silver; silver is going to cure 
all our ills. (Laughter.) 

My fellow-citizens, it does not make 
any difference how free silver is in its 
coinage in the United States, you will 
not get a dollar of it unless you give 
something for it. (Applause.) If we 
had mints in every State in the Union 
and every county of every State and 
the silver of the world was brought to 
those mints, as is proposed by our po- 
litical opponents, silver would not be 
any freer for you than it is now. (Tre- 
mendous cheering.) Then, besides, in 
this country, we do not propose to have 
a dishonest dollar. (Continuous ap- 
plause.) We propose to have the best 
of everything that is going. (Applause.) 
We have the best country and the best 
men, and we propose to have the best 
money. 

There is another thing, my fellow- 
citizens, the people mean to put at rest 
the question of their honesty, which 
was never doubted either at home or 
abroad until put into controversy by 
the allied parties in this political con- 
test. I say allied parties—the one as- 
suming an old name, the other a little 
older and also claiming to be the peo- 
ple’s party. It is to the credit of the? 
country that time-honored leaders of 
one of the parties have indignantly re- 
pudiated those who have assumed to 
question the public honor in the name 
of Democracy. (Applause.) The people 
in November will repudiate the other 
party of the combination for assuming 
the role of dishonor in their sacred 
name. (Great applause.) The people 
have no patience with those who would 
violate the plighted faith of the nation 
and stamp its obligations with dis- 
honor. They will not tolerate repudia- 
tion of public law or private dealings. 
They will not countenance the clipping 
of the coins of the country, and will 
never consent to clipping the currency 
in any form which may be proposed. 
(Cheers.) 

The contest should be so settled this 
year that no party hereafter can alarm 
the business world and shake public 
confidence by a proposition to scale our 
debts, either public or private. We 
cannot afford to have the question 
raised every four years whether the 
nation will pay or repudiate its debts 
in whole or in part. (Applause.) 

This is the year, my fellow-citizens 
of Holmes county, to close that ques- 
tion forever. It can be so determined 
this year that it will never present it- 
self again in your lifetime or,mine. A 
sweeping and impressive majority 
against the combined opposition will 
do it, and nothing else will. (Applause.) 
Placing the party of national honor 
in control of every branch of the gov- 
ernment will do it. Anything short of 
it will leave the question open to 
further dispute. Let us settle once for 
all that this government is one of honor 
and of law. and that neither the seeds 
of repudiation nor lawlessness can find 
root in our soil or live beneath our fiag. 
(Cheers.) 

In this contest, all the banner we 
want is the American flag. That rep- 
resents all our aims, all our policies, 
all our purposes. It is the banner of 
every patriot. It is, thank God, today 
the flag of every section of our coun- 
try. No flag ever triumphed over it. 
(Applause.) It was never degraded or 
defeated. and will not now be when 
more patriotic men are guarding it than 
ever before in our history. (Continued 
applause.)

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Pittsburgh, Pa., 
says that Russion spies sent out by the 
government of the Czar have stolen 
American armor-plate secrets, and pro- 
pose to turn their acquisition to profit 
by furnishing information by means of 
which Russia may make her own 
sheaths for battleships. This, in brief, 
is the discovery which has been kept 
quiet for some months by the officials 
of the Carnegie Company, and Which

For the past year or two the Car- 
negie company has had its experts in 
nearly every country of the world, try- 
ing to sell armor. When the announce.

Some are doing guard duty at 
the Maid of Erin and other mines, Dut 
the main body is encamped near the 
Denver and Rio Grande depot, await- 
ing developments. 

The streets are crowded with excited 
men, but no violence has been done 
since the attacks upon the Coronado 
and Emmet mines, early yesterday, in 
which at least six men, it is now known, 
were killed. No attempt has yet been 
made to resume operations at any mine 
closed on account of the strike, but 
some may soon be reopened under the 
protection afforded by the presence of 
troops. 

The saloons are all closed, and a Sun- 
day quiet prevails. The calm is of the 
sort that forbodes a storm, but it will 
not break as long as the National 
Guard is on the ground. Gen. Brooks 
will not decide upon what disposition 
will. be made of the forces until after 
the conference with the Sheriff this 
afternoon. The groups of miners in 
the streets are quiet enough to all ap- 
pearances, but many complain bitterly 
that “the workingman can't get a fair 
show.” 

The headquarters of the union have 
been closed since the rioting. J. R. 
Amburn, the president, and J.

Under ample guard, the Emmet and 
Marian mines are working. it is satd 
that the mine-owners have arranged 
to bring miners from Missouri, and 
hope to have the troops kept here until 
the new men are put at work.

SUCH IS THE PROSPECT FOR THE 
BRITISH. 


Wad Bishara Has Declared He Will 
Resist to the Utmost—The Next 
Engagement Will Take Place at 
Miowarat. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

MIOWARAT (near Dongola, via Ker- 
ma-on-the-Nile) Sept. 22.—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1896.) It would appear from the re- 
ports of the scouts who have been. fol- 
lowing the trail of the Dervish force, 
which retreated from El Hafir, that an 
important and decisive battle, for this 
stage of the campaign, will be fought 
tomorrow mornin® or a little later. 

The Anglo-Egyptian expedition is 
now encamped ,here awaiting early 
dawn, in order to move upon the posi- 
tions occupied by the enemy. Miowarat 
is situated about five miles from Don- 
gola, and unless the unexpected hap- 
pens, the strength of the Dervishes in 
the Dongola district will be thoroughly 
overthrown. 

Spies in the employ of the intelligence 
department, who have returned from 
the camp of the Emir of Dongola, re- 
port that Wad Bishara has decided to 


them. The Czar and Czarina were es- 
corted ashore by the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Connaught, and were 
met. by a large number of field officers 
in full uniform. The guard of honor 
was composed of picked blue jackets 
from the fleets, while the Czar’s court 
consisted of a consignment of the Royal 
Scots Grays (Second Dragoons, of 
which the Czar is colonel-in-chief. A 
detachment of 400 policemen and a 
regiment of Highlanders lined the street 
leading from the jetty to the railroad 
station, 400 yards distant. The recep- 
tion-room of the great station Was made 
brilliant with decorations and flowers, 
the Russian ensigns being entwined 
with that of Great Britain. 

The jetty, the spot where the state 
carriages from Buckingham palace 
mews were in waiting to convey the 
imperial and royal party to the station, 
was carpeted and lined by blue jack- 
ets and marines on each side. . The 
train waiting was what is known as the 
“Queen’s special,” a_ train specially 
built for the use of Her Majesty, and 
containing every convenience it is pos- 
sible to place in a railroad car. The 
Czar wore the uniform of the Scots 
Grays. He and the Czarina were ush- 
ered into the reception-room, where the 
members of the municipal courts of 
Leith and Edinburgh were present in 
full robes of office. There the provost 
of Leith and of Edinburgh welcomed the 
visitors to Scotland. 

The Czar was cold in his demeanor, 
but the Czarina won the heart of every- 
one by her spontaneous geniality. The 
imperial party and the members of the 
royal family shortly afterward left 
the room and entered the state car- 
riages, which, in spite of the rain, were 
left open, out of consideration for the 
pleasure which the multitude of spec- 
tators experienced in seeing the distin- 
guished Russian travelers. Escorted 
by the Scots Grays, they traversed the 
gaily-decorated and troop-lined quays 
and streets for more than a mile. 

Instead of entering the Queen's spe- 

ramme, the party was escorte 
oe at the junction of the bridge and 
station. This was probably another 
precaution taken for the safety of the 
Czar and Czarina. There was a great 
military display and much cheering as 
the imperial train drew away en route 
Ballater.

Sheehan Sends Him a Letter in the 
Name of Tammany Hall Demand- 
ing His Withdrawal. 


HILL RUSHES TO THE RESCUE. 


A HOT OLD TIME GOING ON AMONG 
NEW YORK DEMOCRATS, 


Billy Boy Talks to a Big House in 
the City of Brotherly Love—Poli- 
tics from Many Quarters—Do- 

ings on the Coast. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—John C. Shee- 
han, leader of Tammany Hall, repre- 
senting twelve State committeemen in 
that organization, has just telegraphed 
John Boyd Thacher demanding his res- 
ignation from the head of the State 
Democratic ticket. on the ground that 
his letter, issued Sunday night, is 
stultifying to the platform adopted at 
Buffalo. Following is the text of the 
dispatch to John Boyd Thacher: 

“When the friends of the Democratic 
platform adopted at Buffalo stood in 
doubt as to the advisability of nomi- 
nating a gentleman who had _ 0»pre- 
viously occupied a position opposed to 
the leading party, as declared in the 
national convention, they were repeat- 
edly assured by your representatives 
that you would stand fairly and 
squarely upon the Buffalo platform, 
which most emphatically indorsed the 
one adopted at Chicago. 

“‘*No man who knows J. B. Thacher,’ 
they said, ‘will doubt for an instant 
that, before permitting his name to be 
brought before this convention, he has 
resolved his doubts as to the expedi- 
ency of free silver, and is pr2pared to 
stand in all fairness upon the plat- 
form this day adopted, copies of which 


the Associated Press has placed in his 
hands.’ 

“In view of your letter to the pubiic, 
I feel sure that you are not aware of 
the pledges then made in your name, 
and that once in possession of the 
facts, you will take the required mcas- 
ures and prevent the stultification of 
those who pressed your claims upon 
the convention. 

(Signed) “JOHN SHEEHAN.” 

The telegram was sent after a con- 
ference at Tammany Hall this morn- 
ing. In the event of Thacher’s with- 
drawal, the names mentioned to fill 
the vacancy are Wilbur F. Porter of 
Watertown and Elliott Danforth. Por- 
ter was nominated for Lieutenant- 
Governor at the Buffalo convention. 

THACHER WON’T TALK. 

ALBANY (N. Y.,) Sept. 22.—Mayor 
Thacher today refused to talk about 
J. C. Sheehan’s telegram asking him 
to withdraw from the head of the 
Democratic State ticket. 

HILL TO THE RESCUE. 

_ NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—The Demo- 
cratic State Committee held a long and 
heated meeting at the Hoffman House 
last night (Tuesday.) A sensation was 
created by the appearance of Senator 
Hill, who arrived from Albany late, 
bearing a proxy. 

~ Hill men were seated on a vote of 15 to 
19. 


It was nearly 11 o’clock when the 
fight over John Boyd Thacher, the 
nominee for Governor, was  precipi- 
tated by the reading of his letter ad- 
dressed to Chairman Danforth and de- 
fining his position. The reading of the 
document was listened to very atten- 
tively, and then John Shea of Tammany 
introduced a resolution calling upon 
Thacher to resign his nomination. In 
an instant there was a tumult, a dozen 
members striving to speak at once. 
Shea declared that Thacher could have 
given his views upon the financial ques- 
tion before the convention had he in- 
tended to be honest. 

Senator Hill then took the floor. For 
thirty minutes he held the attention of 
his audience, skillfully avoiding any 
reference to his own views upon the 
indorsement of the ticket or platform 
of the Chicago convention, but basing 
his whole argument upon the ground 
that the candidate for Governor in the 
State this fall shéuld be a strong man 
upon State issues, and that there was 
no need of forcing national issues into 
the campaign. 

State Senator Grady replied, bitterly 
excoriating Thacher. The _ resolution 
was read again and Senator Hill again 
spoke at length, attacking the Chicago 
platform. 

“A man must not be condemned for 
disagreeing with the national plat- 
form,” said he. “It has things in it 
that are in opposition to all Demo- 
cratic tenets. I have no hesitancy in 
saying that there are things in the plat- 
form that no Democrat can support. 
To say that you support the ticket is 
enough.” 

Then Hill went a little further. His 
voice was husky, and he evidently was 
overcome with his effort, but he still 
attacked the platform. “There is alto- 
gether too much Populism in the plat- 
form. Every leader and every man 
with common sense in the party knows 
this. Do you want to whip them out 
in the manner you would whip Thacher 
out? It is political cowardice. Don’t 
do it. If we go down, let us go down 
with out colors flying and our old lead- 
ers at our head.” 

It was after midnight when he con- 
cluded with an attack on the free-coin- 
age clause, and Senator Grady began 
his rejoinder. 

Senator Hill, in all, made six speeches, 
There were a number of amendments 
proposed. They were all withdrawn and 
a subtsitute was adopted by a vote of 
46 to 2. It follows:> 

Resolved, That a committee of five 
be appointed by the chair to notify the 
candidates upon the State ticket of 
their nomination, and that such com- 
mittee report back to this committee 
at a meeting to be held on Monday 
evening, September 28, the result of its 
action.” 

This is construed as a move to tide 
over matters until after the Brooklyn 
convention of the gold-standard Demo- 
crats on Thursday. It is believed that 
Thacher will continue on the ticket, 


TALKED YN THE RAIN, 


Bryan Makes a Speech to the People 
of Chester. 
. CHESTER (Pa.,) Sept. 22.—A large 
crowd stood in the rain here this morn- 
ing and listened to Bryan, who spoke 
to them for about fifteen minutes. He 
said in part: 

“We have reached a crisis in our 
monetary affairs. Our financial policy 
is run by a few syndicates in the in- 
terest of the money-changers, and the 
question presented to our people is 
whether the people shall take charge 
of our government and run it in their 
own interests, or farm it out to these 
syndicates to let them run 
own interests. 

“If our present financial policy is to 
be maintained—if gold is to be the only 
money good enough for the government 
to use when it pays bondholders and 
noteholders, then the government, if 
run by those who believe in that policy, 
must continue to issue bonds in order 
that a few may make money out of the 
laboring man. (Applause.)

A JAM AT PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—Bryan 
was greeted in Philadelphia tonight 
by a crowd which, according to the po- 
lice and other authorities, exceeded 
any outpouring of the people on a sim- 
ilar occasion in the history of the city. 
He spoke at the Academy of Music, 
which has a seating capacity of about 
three thousand. Bvery available inch 
in the house was occupied two hours 
before Bryan arrived, and experts es- 
timate the audience at fully 6000. 
Gathered in the street outside of the 
academy were fully 35,000 people, who 
stood patiently until 10:30 o’clock, hop- 
ing to see or hear the candidate. The 
crush was something awful. Many 
of those who succeeded in getting in- 
side of the academy had their clothing 
almost torn from them. Many cases 
of more or less injury were reported, 
one man with a broken arm being 
taken to the hospital. Hundreds of po- 
licemen were powerless to keep the 
crowds in check. 
Bryan made his headquarters at the 
Lafayette Hotel, two blocks from the 
academy on Broad street. In front of 
the hotel over six thousand people 
gathered, desirous of getting at least 
a glimpse of the distinguished visitor. 
Since it was not possible for Bryan to 
make his way down Broad street to 
the academy in his carriage, he was 
conducted through the basement and 
kitchen of the hotel and out the rear 
door to a side street, up which he 
walked to the academy. He managed 
to make his way to the stage entrance 
and got inside after an experience 
with the crowd that he will long re- 
member. When he appeared on the 
stage his reception was tremendous, 
the cheering lasting several minutes. 
He said in part: 

“Mr. Chairman, ladies, gentlemen, 
fellow-citizens: The gold-standard pa- 
pers ask why I came to Pennsylvania. 
I have nothing to conceal. I will tell 
you why I came, I come first to secure, 
if possible, the electoral vote of the 
State. If you deny that, if you will not 
give me that vote, if we are defeated 
in this campaign, then I come upon an- 
other mission, and that is to tell the 
people of Pennsylvania that the agita- 
tion for free coinage will never cease 
in this country until the gold standard 
is driven back to England. 

“They say the craze is dying out. I 
care not what they call the silver cause; 
you may apply to it such epithets as 
you will, but I know the silver cause 
will not die, because truth never dies. 
(Applause.) 

HIS DIGNITY. 

One of the papers said that I lacked 
dignity. I would rather have it said 
that I lacked dignity than that I lacked 
backbone to meet the enemies who con- 
spire against this nation’s welfare in 
Wall street. What other President did 
they ever charge with lack of dignity? 
(Cries of “Lincoln.”) Yes, my friends, 
they said it of Lincoln and Jackson, 
too. (Cheers.) Then Jefferson lacked 
dignity also. I believe a man ought to 
“be not too dignified, but not lacking in 
dignity. They say I am begging for 
votes. Notatall. I never asked a man 
to vote for me. In fact, I have told 
some people to vote against me, and 
that is more than the candidate gen- 
erally does. (Applause.) 

“My platform sets forth certain poli- 
cies, and it states that the money ques- 
tion is the paramount issue, and then 
two other parties, to neither of which I 
belong, in national conventions de- 
clared the money question is para- 
mount, and they nominated me, and 
every man who is supporting me is 
willing to say so and to say why he 
does it. In that respect Z have the ad- 
vantage over some.” (Laughter and 
applause.) 

The nominee then attacked the finan- 
cial plank of the Republican party. He 
said the Republicans were arguing that 
free coinage of silver was simply in the 
interest of mine-owners. Yet he said 
their platform declared for interna- 
tional bimetallism. Uproarious ap- 
plause followed when he asked whether 
inernational bimetallism would not 
help the mine-owner just as such as in- 
dependent bimetallism. “And would 
not international bimetallism,” he 
added, “help the debtor class just as 
much as independent bimetallism?” 

He insisted that the Americans were 
free and independent and capable of 
making their own laws of finance. 

Continuing, he said that no political 
party ever went before the country on 
a gold-standard platform. He cited the 
platform of both parties since 1884 and 
said: 

“The Democratic party never de- 
clared for a gold standard, and no man 
in office ever advocated a gold stand- 
ard, after he was elected until he be- 
traye the people who elected him. (Ap- 
plause.) I deny the right of any public 
servant to secure office upon a plat- 
form and abandon the platform. 
THROWS BOUQUETS AT HIMSELF. 

“My friends, I am ae conservative 
man. I am a believer in law and or- 
der. I believe in the enforcement of 
law. I do not believe that any man 
whether he be small or great, should 
defy the law. If I would say that I 
am in favor of enforcing law against 
the small I would be a good man. When. 
I say that I am in favor of enforcing 
the law against the great hen I become 
dangerous man.”’ 

Bryan concluded his remarks with a 
reference to Prince Bismarck’s letter, 
the mention of the name of the German 
statesman being loudly cheered. Bryan 
did not attempt to speak from the acad- 
emy balcony to the crowd in the street, 
but drove direct to the downtown open- 
air meeting. Here fully 5000 people 
were congregated. He arrived at about 
10:45 o’clock, but the noise and confu- 
sion was so great that he spoke only a 
few words and then returned to his 
hotel. The weather had grown quite 
cold, and an attempt to make a speech 
would have been disastrous to Bryan’s 
vocal organs. 


PALMER AND BUCKNER, 


A Rousing Meeting of National Dem- 
ocrats at New York. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—‘This is one 
of the peculiar meetings of a peculiar 
campaign,” said a man entering the 
big Auditorium in the Madison Square 
Garden tonight, and he spoke the truth, 
for while the Democratic State’ Com- 
mittee was busy two blocks away 
straightening out a tangle in an al- 
leged endeavor to aid the Bryan cam- 
paign, men who had grown gray in the 
service of the party, argued against 


a full-rigged ship. A band furnished 
the usual plea for enthusiasm by play; 


ing the national airs, the audience 
heartily applauding every effort. The 
presence upon the stage of men like 
Roswell P. Flower, W. D. Bynum, 
Charles S. Fairchild, E. E. Anderson, 
Robert Greer Monroe, in addition to 
the speakers, gave a dignity to the af- 
fair that was carried out into the au- 
dience. At first it was quiet, but the 
brief remarks of Chairman Flower 
seemed to awaken them, for in a 
moment they were shouting their ap- 
proval of the statement: “We are not 
50-cent Democrats.”” The other pointed 
but brief remarks of the ex-Governor 
were also vociferously applauded, and 
by the time Mr. Bynum began his re- 
marks they were very receptive and 
hearty in their reception, 

The meeting was called to order by 
Robert E. Wyndman, chairman of the 
Syracuse convention’s State Commit- 
tee, who introduced ex-Gov. Flower as 
the presiding officer. Mr. Flower 
waited until the hearty reception ac- 
corded him had subsided, when he 
stated that the meeting had been called 
to ratify the nominations and the plat- 
form of the National Democratic Con- 
vention held at Indianapolis. He in- 
troduced ex-Congressman W. D. Bynum 
of Indiana. Bynum said in part: 

“I have supported for thirty years 


Democratic platforms, but I cannot 
support the Chicago platform and 
ticket. (Applause.) While there are 
many questions involved in the result 
of the election, one great question pre- 
dominates all others, and that is the 
question as to whether this country 
shall maintain a sound financial sys- 
tem, or whether it shall degrade its 
present volume of money to the level 
of the semi-civilized countries of the 
world.

The Ameri- 
can silver dollar is worth two Mexican 
dollars in this country, and in Europe, 
and will purchase two Mexican silver 
dollars in the government of Mexico.

The sight of the 
two grizzled veterans, remnants of the 
armies of the North and South, as- 
cending the platform, created the great- 
est enthusiasm, and there was a hearty 
applause that lasted some minutes. The 
audience stood upon their feet. The 
band added to the tumult by playing 
alternately “America” and “Dixie.”

KNIFE AND TORCH. 


MACEO’S NEGRO BRANDS OVERRUN- 
ING WESTERN CUBA. 


Coast Towne Are Crowded with the 
Starving Refagees — Capt.-Gen. 
Weyler’s Ampesty Decree is a 
Farce—A Missing Manager. 


MY ASSOCIATED rane 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vera Cruz says that a 
correspondent in Pinar del Rio declares 
that Antonio Maceo’'s negro rebel bands 
are completely overrunning the West- 
erh Cuban districts, burning the settle- 
ments, assassinating all pacificos and 
ill-treating helpless women. They blow 
up passenger trains and bridges with 
dynamite, destroying other foreign and 
native property, burning tobacco fields, 
cut down the coffee plantings, and thus 
desolate the whole country. The coast 
towns are crowded with starving refu- 
gees; the sun is obscured by smoke by 
day and the heavens are lighted by the 
burning of the flelds at night. Gen. 
Weyler is hurrying reinforcements into 
the province to prevent the destruction. 

Letters received from Central Cuban 
towns, assert that Capt.-Gen. Weyler’s 
amnesty decree is a farce. Rebels sur- 
rendering and expecting the amnesty 
therein are assassinated. Though re- 
ceived by the Spanish military outposts 
with open arms and temporarily liber- 
ated, they are invariably rearrested 
within a fortnight as spies or incen- 
diaries, tried and convicted by a drum- 
head court-martial and shot. It is 
said that the majority of the prisoners 
of war taken on the field are being un- 
ceremoniously dispatched by the road- 
side, the Spanish commanders after- 
ward reporting their fate as due to an 
attempted escape. 

A SERIOUS ENGAGEMENT. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A special to 
the Herald from Havana says late re- 
ports give official details of a serious 
engagement in Havana province fun- 
day on a large estate near Calabazas. A 
small government column composed of 
Havana volunteers, of the regular en- 
gineer corps, and cavalrymen is alleged 
to have been attacked by 500 ‘nsurgents 
commanded by the leaders Castilla and 
Delgado, who repeatedly attempted to 
surround and overpower the royal 
forces. The Spanish made a gallant 
defense, tenaciously holding their 
ground and repelling successive rebel 
machete charges, until finally rein- 
forced by volunteers who had ocen hur- 
riedly called from Arroyo Narranjo 
and other near-by points. 

When these arrived, by a brilliant 
Spanish counter-charge, the rebels 
were ultimately routed and driven from 
the field. The enemy's loss is esti- 
mated at 100 killed and wounded. In 
the retreat they abandoned their dead. 
The government losses were twenty- 
nine volunteers killed, and_ three 
wounded, and two cavalry killed and 
two wounded. It is reported that both 
Cuban leaders were wounded in the en- 
gagement. 

An important decree i-sued by the 
Captain-General today places,flavana 
drug stores under military supervision 
and prohibits medicines be.t:g sold to 
retailers in interior towns unless 4u- 
thorized by special permits fiom the 
Spanish commandant. 

Well-authenticaced reports of bar- 
barous acts by the Spanisn troops con- 
tinue to reach here. Recently the IJa- 
Vana papers published an account cf 
an alleged battle Chucd ‘le Arca, 
in which, after an hour's 
fighting the Spaniards drove the reteéls 
off, killing nineteen and taking many 
prisoners. The papers suggested thut 
| the government should rewa.d Col. 
Aguilera, the Spanish commande}, for 
his bravery. The fa2-s in regard to 
the battle, according to Cuban sources, 
follow: 

On September 15, ten rebels went to 
attack a guerrilia band, but niet trcops 
hidden in the high grass. The rebels 
fired a volley, killing two officers and 
wounding three soidiers. The troops 
fired back. Lieut.-Col, Aguil2ra, who 
commanded the troops, went then to- 
ward a colony named Pabio Diaz. 
There he found a family cf iwenty-five 
persons—men, women and cr.ildren. He 
asked if they had seen any retells tn 
the neighborhood. On receiving a neg- 
ative answer, he ordered, as alleged 
by the Cubans, a general slaughter, in- 
cluding children from 1 to i0 years ef 
age. The little children were first 
pierced with the end of the lboyonet, 
then finished with the machete. Of that 
colony nineteen were butchered and six 
made their escape. The men othe 
| guerrilla force boasted of what they had 
done when they went back to Vege, 
about two miles fim the colony. 

Col. Aguilera, on September 18, 
started with his troops and a guerrilla 
force from Neuva Paz toward the su- 
gar estate Cuervo. Near a place called 
Cuzzo he saw a house, went td it and 
found only three children in it. He 
asked the children where the parents 
were. They answered they had gone 
after some fuel to pr2pare their break- 
fast. The colonel orderel the three

' done, he ordered the guerrillas to set 
fire to the house. The guerrillas, horri- 
fied, disobeyed at first, hut under 
threats of Aguilera, they acted, and 
the house was burned with the chil- 
dren in it. On their returr to Nueva 
Paz, the guerrillas told the people what 
had been done. This information is 
from a Spanish source.

PAIN DROVE MAD. 


CAPT. FLETCHER FATALLY SHOOTS 
HIMSELF. 


Had Been with Severe 
Paises in His Head for Some Time. 
Was an Ex-Police Captain bat 
Lett the Department Three tears 
Age. 


Capt. J. R. Fletcher les mortally 
wounded at his home, No. 208 East 
Fifth street, from the effects of a bul- 
let wound inflicted by himself while he 
was, it is thought, insane from pain. 

The tragedy occurred at about 3:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and his 
death is momentarily expected, -al- 
though four physicians are doing all 
that is known to medical skill to save 
his life. 

Ever since the war Capt. Fletcher 
hds been suffering with severe pains 
in his head at intervals. Last Sunday 
they were more severe than usual, and 
have continued ever since. 

Yesterday morning he arose at his 
usual time and went to the dentist's 
to have his teeth attended to. He re- 
turned home about 1 o'clock and went 
fnto the bathrdom about 3:30 o'clock. 

The servant who was sweeping the 
hallway heard a peculiar noise in the 
bathroom, and, going to the parlor, 
where Mrs. Fletcher ws sitting, told 
her of it. Mrs. Fietcher went to the 
bathroom and found her husband sit- 
ting on the edge of the bath tub. His 
face was covered with blood and it 
was streaming down his shirt iront. 
Mrs. Fletcher thought he had had a 
hemorrhage, but closer investigation 
showed that he had shot himself 
through the head, the bullet striking 
him near the right ear and coming out 
just in front of the left ear. Fletcher 
was still alive, and a messenger was 
hastily dispatched for physicians. 

The wounded man was carried to a 
bed and soon the doctors arrived and 
examined the wound. It was pro- 
nounced a dangerous and in ail prob- 
ability fatal one. 

Capt. Fletcher, it is said, remarked 
to some friends a day or so ago that if 
the pain in his head did not cease they 
pcm be going to his funeral in a few 
ays. . 

It is thought that he was temporarily 
insane from the pain in his head when 
he shot himself. 

Capt. Fletcher came to Los Angeles 
for his health in 1874 from Kansas 
City. He remained here a short time 
and then went to Oakland, but returned 
to this city seventeen years ago and 
later went on the police force. He

OF DOLLARS TO BE LET.

The appropriation of $12,000,000 made by 
the last Corgress Pas been allotted so 
as to accomplish the greatest good 
with the means and facilities at hand.

Land for the emplace- 
merts in the majority of cases has al- 
reacy been purchased and where it has 
not. condemnatory proceedings are 
being taken to secure it. 

All the larger fortifications will in- 
clude in their armament a number of 
16-inch rifles, the heaviest type of gun 
ever attempted in this country, and cf 
which there are but a few abroad. Re- 
cently the War Department purchased 
forgings to begin a trial gun vf this 
caliber and if it proves successful, 
twenty will be manufactured for the 
larger cities. Construction of this ‘ine 
the At- 
lantic seaboard from Port!and to Jack- 
sonviile and around the Gulf of New 
Orleans and Galveston, means an in- 
crease in the standing army in a few 
years.

A SPECIAL SESSION. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS FOR THE 
COUNCIL TO CONSIDER. 


This Morning the City Solons Will 
Meet and Discuss Street-sweep- 
ing Specifications, Crosswalks 
and Divers Other Things—Police 
Commission Business. 


Today the Council will meet in spe- 
cial session to consider several impor- 
tant matters. 

The street-sweeping specifications are 
to be presentéd by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, avfid considered by the Coun- 
cil. What these specifications will call 
for, none of the Councilmen seem _ to 
know. A sentiment favorable to sweep- 
ing the streets entirely by hand labor 
is known to exist, and a compromise 
to include a division of the work be- 
tween machines and hand labor is also 
suggested. 

In case it should be decided by the 
Council to dispense with machine 
sweeping, no specifications would be 
required. The work would be placed 
in the hands of the Health Officer, who 
would be’allowed to hire a competent 
inspector, whose sole duty would’ be to 
supervise the force required to sweep 
the streets. 

The Council is also expected to re- 
ceive this morning a report from the 
Water Supply Committee, regarding 
the purchase of the Water Company's 
plant. 

The letter which Councilman Mun- 
son, as chairman of the committee, has 
received from the water company will 
form the basis of the report. The let- 
ter, as printed in The Times, suggests 
a commission of three civil engineers 
to include the company’s engineer, the 
City Engineer, and a third man to be 
selected by these two. What the 
committee will recommend the Council 
to do in regard to this proposal, has 
not yet been decided upon, but will be 
this morning. 

In addition to these important mat- 
ters, the Water Supply Committee will 
recommend to the Council that a topo- 
graphical map be prepared, at the 
Council’s expense, the map to show all 
ditches, wiers, and water improvements 
from the narrows in the Arroyo Seco 
to the source of the river and the 
mouth of the big and little Tejungas. 
This map will be necessary in order 
to properly present the city’s case in 
the water suit brought against it. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Deportment of Policemen Unfavor- 
ably Commented On. 


The appearance and deportment of 
some of the policemen, who travel beats 
and draw pay for the same, was com- 
mented upon, and discussed by the 
Police Commissioners at some length 
during the regular meeting of the 
board yesterday morning. 

Commissioner Barham spoke of hav- 
ing seen various officers. slouchily 
dressed, and acting in anything but a 
manner appropriate to a guardian of 
the peace. Other commissioners spoke 
in the same vein, and the Chief was 
finally directed to issues orders that 
all officers must conduct themselves in 
a manner, ordered by the regulations 
of the department, and dress in the uni- 
form prescribed by the same rules, un- 
Pte suspension for violation of the or-

MACY-STREET RAILWAY. 


Law Quoted by Those Who Protested 
to the Council. 

The City Attorney, to whom was re- 

ferred the question as to whether the 

Council could reconsider its action in 


,.granting a year’s extension of time to 


the owners of the Macy Railway fran- 
chise, will at once begin an investiga- 
tion of the points involved in the case. 

The property-owners who, on Mon- 
day, protested to the Counzvil agxinst the 
extension of the line, have engage: law 
counsel to conduct their case, and their 
attorneys claim to have discovered a 
section in the Civil Code, adopted Feb- 
ruary 24, 1895, which prohibits any such 
action as that taken by the Council. 


The section reads as follows: 


“It shall be unlawful for the Board 
of Supervisors of any county or city 


and county within the ninety days next 
preceding the date of holding a gen- 
eral election and within the seventy 
days next immediately following, tIn- 
cluding the day of holding such general 
election, to authorize or pass any or- 
dinance, order or resolution granting 
to any person OF persons or assocta- 
tion of persons, or corp ration, what- 
soever, any provilege or franc ise tor 
the construction, exterision, or opera- 
tion of any street railroad, or exten- 
sion of time for the construction or op- 
eration of any street railroad over or 
upon any or part of eny atreet, icad, 
highway, squares or park within the 
county, or city and county.” 

It is an open question whether the 
foregoing applies to the City Council 
or not. It will be considered by the 
City Attorney in his report on the mat- 
ter, and may have considerable bear- 
ing upon the decision of the Council. 


A BIG INCREASE. 


School Registration Returns Show 
the Gain in Population. 


The stride forward which this city is 
taking in the matter of increased popu- 
lation, is shown by the school regis- 
tration figures compiled by School Su- 
perintendent Foshay yesterday. 

By the returns brought into his of- 
fice, the registration of scholars, in 
the schools of the city, on Monday 
last, is found to include the names of 
13,776 pupils. Last year, the first day’s 
registration was 10.700, and in 1894 the 
rolls contained the names of 9869 chil- 
dren on the first day of school. 

The Fifth, Sixth and Seventh wards 
of the city are suffering from a conges- 
tion of children, so far as school fa- 
cilites are concerned. The Thirtieth- 
street school is full to overflowing, and 
the case is similar and “more so” in 
the Sixth and Seventh wards. These 
wards have had large buildings, and 
several of them, erected in them, but 
every school, even now, is crowded to 
excess. The redistricting made by Su- 
perintendent Foshay is meeting with 
general approval, although, in a few in- 
stances, changes will have to be made. 
Where such changes are made neces- 
sary by unforseen conditions, they are 
at once carried out. The schools are 
now fairly settled down to work, and 
the friction incident to the first few 
days is being minimized as much as 
possible by Superintendent Foshay and 
his able corps of assistants.

A STRONG DEFENSE, 


KINGSBURY’S WITNESSES TELL OF 
THREATS TO MURDER HIM. 


Larrabee is Under Bonds for Em- 
bezzlement — Judgment Against 
Chinese Gardeners—Chandler is 
Held for Assault—Review of the 
Courts. 


John Palmer, a young’man of Comp- 
ton and clerk in Goldwater’s | store, 
was called by the prosecution upon the 
murder trial of Kingsbury being re- 
sumed yesterday morning. The wit- 
ness said he saw Kingsbury prior to 


the shooting, and he told him 
that he had had ttrouble' with 
Grijalva, and that the latter had 


threatened to shoot him; that at the 
time he was unarmed, having nothing 
to defend himself with but a pitch- 
fork, and that he had a notion to use 
iton him. Kingsbury showed the wit- 
ness a pistol and said he would pro- 
tect himself with the best he had. The 
further information was imparted that 
Grijalva had asked Kingsbury to meet 
him at Anlone’s that night. The wit- 
ness said he advised Kingsbury to be 
on his guard, as Mexicans are treach- 
erous, and Grijalva might shoot him 
on sight. Kingsbury replied that if 
Grijalva jumped him he would give 
him the best he had. At the time of 
this conversation Kingsbury was on 
the road to the creamery with milk. 

Dr. Downs was recalled and ques- 
tioned regarding Grijalva’s declara- 
tions to him, if any were made, as to 
whether he would recover or not. The 
witness said the deceased had asked 
him twice during the evening of the 
murder if he thought he could pull 
through. Dr. Downs said he told him 
there was no hope. 

A pair of blue overalls were exhib’. 
ited to the witness, and he was asked 
to identify them as those worn by Gri- 
jalva at the time of the _ shooting. 
After some contention among counsel 
the overalls were admitted in evidence. 
Dr. Downs said he thought those 
now shown him were worn by the de- 
ceased, but he would not be positive. 
He was asked to examine them for 
blood spots, but could discover none. 

A long inquiry into the methods 
adopted in removing blood spots from 
clothing followed. The physician con- 
tended that little difficulty was expe- 
rienced in removing such stains, while 
defendant’s counsel declared that, 
within a few hours, human blood be- 
came a fixed color in the texture of 
the cloth. The physician and lawyers 
failed to agree and the witness was ex- 
cused. 

Stenographer McAllister was asked 
fo make a diagram showing the posi- 
tion of the men at the time the shoot- 
ing took place. A rough outline was 
made upon a small blackboard, the 
defense protesting that it might be 
used in a general way, but not as rep- 
resenting the true position of the men. 

The people now rested, and the de- 
fense began the introduction of testi- 
mony. 

Mrs. Van Ness was the first witness 
called by the defense. In answer to 
questions by counsel, she said she had 
four daughters and four gons: that 
Grijalva had formerly been in her em- 
ploy, and worked for her about a 
month and a half. Kingsbury was in 
her employ at the time of the shoot- 
ing. On the Thursday previous to the 
murder Grijalva came to her house 
and asked for Kingsbury. At the time 
the latter had come into the house for 
the purpose of changing some of his 
clothes. He had been irrigating. Gri- 
jailva and Kingsbury walked away to- 
gether, going eastward a few hundred 
feet. In less than half an hour Kings- 


bury returned, looking frightened—his | 


face was white and 
tremulous. 

The witness was permitted to an- 
swer if Kingsbury had communicated 
& conversation to her respecting some- 
thing said by Grijaiva regarding her 
daughter. This had been told her in 
the presence of Will Hazlett and her 
daughter, who has since married Haz- 
lett. This was a few days prior to the 
Thursday Grijalva came to her house 
to see Kingsbury. The witness was 
oe permitted to relate the conversa- 

on. 

Upon cross-examination, Mrs. Van 
Ness said that Kingsbury'’s hand trem- 
bled so that he spilled the water when 
he attempted to take a drink. This 
was immediately after his return from 
the interview with Grijalya. 

Kingsbury, the father of the defend- 
ant. testified that Albert Kingsbury ‘is 
a little over 19 years of age. The de- 
ceased came to his house and took up 
his abode without invitation from any 
one; he remained there several days. 
Kingsbury said he told Grijalva he 
must go away—that he could remain 
there no longer. Grijalva went away; 
this was two or three weeks before the 
fatal shooting. The witness said a few 
days later Grijalva passed by his house; 
he asked him where he was going: he 
answered that he was going to Van 
Ness’s to see “Albert,” meaning his 
(the witness's) son, and declared that 
he would kill him on sight; he put his 
hand on his hip pocket and said he had 
the thing to do it with. 

The old man declared he was alarmed 
for his son's safety and went down to 
Compton and purchased a pistol and 
cartridges and gave them to Albert 
for him to protect himself with. 

The hands of the clock now pointed 
to the noon hour, and a recess was 
taken till 2 o'clock. 

Upon the court convening in the 
afternoon, the defense turned the wit- 
ness over to the prosecution for cross- 
examination. Deputy District Attor- 
ney McComas bent his best efforts to 
break down the testimony of Kings- 
bury, and asked him why he did not 
go before a magistrate and swear out 
a complaint against Grijalva. Kings- 
bury replied that Grijalva frequently 
made the remark, while staying at his 
house, that if any one were ever to 
swear out a complaint against him he 
would shoot him -on. sight. “I was 
afraid the man would shoot me if I 
swore out a complaint against him,” 
replied Kingsbury, for the fifth time. 

More wrangling took place among the 
attorneys and the court and the atmos- 
phere grew thick for‘a time. 

Ernest McComas’s name 
called. Attorney Peck asked him 
quickly: “Your name is McComas? 
You are a nephew of the prosecutor 
in this case, are you not? And you live 
at Compton?” The witness replied 
“Yes” to all these interrogations, and 
proceeded to relate a declaration made 
to him two or three weeks before the 
shooting. Grijalva had declared that 
he would shoct the heart out of Kings- 
bury. 

The witness was asked if he was not 
among the first persons to see Grijalva 
after he was shot, and if it were not a 
fact that his (the deceased's trousers 
were changed by Machado after the 
shooting. A wrangle followed between 
Deputy McComas and Attorney Peck, 
the former objecting to any such tes- 
timony. Mr. Peck declared that the 
gateway had been opened by the ad- 
mission of Machado’s deposition and 
he proposed to prove by this witness 
that Machado and others had removed 
Grijalva’s trousers and concealed the 
pistol he had upon his person at the 
time of the fatal affair. 

The court interposed an objection to 
such sweeping sensational declarations, 
and a lull fell upon the courtroom for 
a space of thirty seconds. 

Ernest McComas was permitted’ to 
proceed, and said Machado and others 
had taken Grijalva into a room and 
changed his clothes, procuring a pair 
of freshly-laundered trousers; he did not 
see the trousers removed and could not 
sey what he wore at the time he was 
shot. The witness was asked regard- 
ing the reputation of the defendant, 
and said he had known him all of his 
life and his reputation was good. 

Deputy McComas undertook to show 
that by “good” was meant “a good 
fighter,”’ but he was caught on the hip 
by the court and went down witha 
sardonic smile. 

Mr. Goldwater. was recalled and 
asked if he had refreshed his mind re- 
garding the date the elder Kingsbury 
had purchased the pistol. The witness 
consulted a memorandum and replied: 
“It was purchased on Thursday, May 
28." This is the date claimed by the 
defense. 

Attorney Peck asked the witness if 
Mrs. Van Ness had not gone to him 
and asked his advice regarding 
a report that Grijalva had_ cir- 
culated about her daughter? 

Deputy McComas again objected, and 
the witness was not permitted to an- 
swer the question. 

During the wrangling of attorneys, It 
was drawn out that the deceased 
young man had been a pretty bid oy 
and was reported to have been com- 
mitted to Whittier as an incorrigible. 

Reference to the court records shows 
that Albert Grijalva was committed to 
Whittier by Judge Smith on April 20, 
1892

Mr. Goldwater said he prestim¢d that 
Albert Kingsbury_had occasional fignts 
with school boys, but he had always 
understood that the defendant was a 
coward. His reputation was good. 

Young Palmer was recailed and ques- 
tioned regarding Kingsbury’s reputa- 
tion. He said he thought it was gcod, 
but it was bad in the public mind; 
Albert would figat! 

“Well,” said Attorney Veck, “these 
troubles grew out of some one imposing 
upon his little brother, did they rot? 
He thrashed a big man for whipping 
his brother?’ 

The witness answered “Yes” before 
Deputy McComas could get in his ob- 
jection. “And,”’ continued deferdant’s 
attorney, “Albert Kingsbury is what 
you call a dead-game-boy, is he not?’ 
The witness replied, “That’s what he 
is!’ before Deputy McComas and Judge 
Smith could head him off, and walked 
out of the witness-box. 

Martha Kingsbury, a sister of the 
defendant, said Grijalva had come to 
her home and told her mother in her 
presence that he would shoot Albert. 
His language was violent and profane. 

John Lee and Arthur Santone gave 
Kingsbury a»good reputation. 

Amelia Van Ness was called, and cor- 
roborated the statements of her mother 
and others regarding Grijalva’s visit 
to her home and the interview he had 
with Kingsbury. The defendant was 
white and scared when he returned to 
the house. She was asked if Grijalva 
was a relative of hers, and replied she 
thought not; he was probably a cousin 
of her mother. 

Gus Fisher was the next witness. He 
was asked to “speak up loud,” and 
when questioned regarding his occupa- 
tion answered in a key that startled 
the court and provoked an audible 
smile, “A laboring man.” The lad was 
probably 16 years of age, and looked 
like a bright clown as his answers 
flowed from aready but rasping tongue. 
He had seen the handle of a pistol fn 
Grijalva’s pocket and that convinced 
him the man was armed. The prosecu- 
tion made an attempt to argue him out 
of his eyesight, but it was useless and 
the lad retired with flying colors. 

A great deal of progress was made 
in the case during the day, a number 
of witnesses being called just before

“The power of the executive of this 
State to pardon offenses other than the 
offense of treason or impeachable of- 
fenses, is not only conferred upon him 
by the Constitution, but that power is 
of the same general nature as that 
conferred upon the President of the 
United States by the Federal Constitu- 
tion, article II, section 2. 

“Under the common law, the effect 
of a pardon was ‘to make the offender 
anew man, to acquit him of all corporal 
penalties and § forfeitures annexed to 
that offense, for which he obtains a 
pardon.’ (II Blackstone, p. 402. People 
vs. Bowen, 43 Cal., 439.) 

“A pardon by the executive of this 
State, in my opinion, removes the dis- 
ability annexed to the offense by the 
law, and in all cases where a pardon 
has been granted, after conviction, be- 
fore the expiration of the term for 
which the offender has been sentenced, 
the names of such should not be can- 
celed upon the Great Register.” 


BARATA IN TROUBLE. 
En Route to Montana When Arrested 
in San Francisco. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams says Ba- 
rata, who formerly kept the Nadeau 
bar in this city, and until recently was 
in charge of the bar in the Arcadia 
Hotel at Santa Monica, is a much- 
abused man, and has no hope of fre- 
dress. 

Barata recently received a letter from 
the Chief Justice of Montana, offering 
him a good position. He accepted it, 
and, in company with his wife, de- 
parted for San Francisco, en route to 
Montana. When he reached San Fran- 
cisco he was arrested upon a charge of 
burglary, and brought back to Santa 
Monica. He had his trial yesterday, 
and nota scintilla of evidence was ad- 
duced against him. The prosecuting 
witness said he had thought the paper 
issued was nothing more than a search 
warrant for the premises in which Ba- 
rata had lived, next door to the house 
that was burglarized. 

Justice Wells is also said to be 
greatly worried over the affair, and 
has expressed a willingness to give Ba- 
rata a certificate showing that no evi- 
dence had been called out against him. 
The Justice said he had issued. the 
warrant without looking into it, a law- 
yer having drawn it up and presented 
it to him. 

Mr. Williams says the worst feature 
of the case is that Barata has been 
compelled to spend his money, and is 
now without funds to pay the ex- 
penses of himself and wife to Montana. 


CHANDLER IN HELD. 


Old Soldiers Make War Upon Each 
Other. 

Chandler has been held to the Su- 
perior Court. He is the man that used 
a knife on Mescall O'Donnell last Sat- 
urday. Both men were old soldiers. 

The examination took place at Santa 
Monica. The trouble grew out of a 
jesting remark of Chandler, directed to 
O'Donnell. The former said: “You 
can’t have fish today; this is not Fri- 
day!" O’Donnel! considered that the 
remark was an insult to hig religion, 
and commenced an assault upon 
Chandler. Mrs. Smith asked the latter 
to not pay any attention to O’Donnell, 
as she didn’t want any row in the 
house. O’Donnell followed Chandler up, 
and finally succeeded in getting him 
upon the floor. Mrs. Smith’s husband 
separated the men, and O’Donnell went 
outside. 

After a time Chandler went out, tak- 
ing a butcher knife with him. O’Don- 
nell was waiting for him, and hostilities 
began at once, Chandler plunged the 
knife into O’Donell’s head, the blade 
passing just outside his eye, and pene- 
trating to a depth of nearly five inches, 
It took the combined strength of three 
men to pull it out. The injured man is 
in a pretty bad condition, but may re- 
cover. 

Chandler said he did not propose to 
be cooped up in a. house by a man like 
O’Donnell; his father was a _ Ver- 
monter, his mother was a Kentuckian, 
and he himself had fought for the old 
flag during the rebellion.

Is It Another Comet? 

Prof. Lewis Swift writes to The Timeg 
from the Lowe Observatory on Echo 
Mountain under date of September 22, 
as follows: 

*“‘At sunset on Sunday last I saw an 
unknown luminous object with the 
naked eye, about 1 deg. east of the sun. 
Examining it with an opegra-glass, a 
faint companion was visible. Both of 
them were seen by all the visitors at 
the hotel. My first thought was that 
it might be a small fire on the moun- 
tain, but a moment’s observation dis- 
pelled this idea, for one-half the sun 
was below and the other half above the 
mountain, and the object was still 
above the sun. It was also seen to 
descend and set as did the sun four 
minutes previously. 

“Last evening I essayed to examMme 
them with the four and one-half-inch 
comet-seeker, but did not succeed un- 
til one-half the sun had sunk below the 
mountain, when it became visible, but 
whether it was the bright or the faint 
one I cannot tell. As, however, 
through the telescope it was no brighter 
than when seen with the naked eye. [ 
infer it was the companion. This time 
it was north of the -sun,instead of_ 
east, as before. It is a strange affair; 
I hardly know what to make of it, but 
that it was a comet is certain. 

“Such a discovery has been made two | 
or three times before, notably in 1843 '¢ 
and 1882.’

NOT A JUDICIOUS BARGAIN. 


Commenting editorially on the polit- 
ical miscegenation of Democracy and 
Populism in Los Angeles county, the 
San Francisco Examiner says: 

“Local fusion in Los Angeles county 
was effected easily enough-—too easily. 
It was not in fact an altogether judi- 
cious bargain for the Democratic party 
in a national and State sense, although 
in point of the emoluments of the 
offices to be sought the cGivision was 
arithmetically fair, if one State Sena- 
tor be considered equal to two Assem- 
blymen. One State Senator, however, 
in joint ballot is only half as good as 
two Assemblymen, and when it comes 
to electing a United States Senator 
next winter the Democrats may find 
they have had the worst of the trade. 

“It is not the intention now to throw 
any obstacles in the way of fusion in 
the counties, but if the undertaking be 
regarded from a Democratic standpoint, 
it will be political wisdom for the men 
of that party to make concessions on 
county rather than on State offices. 
It is a matter of very large importance 
to the party that it should be able to 
name the successor of Senator Per- 
kins.” 

On the latter score there need be no 
waste of time or talent. Neither Demo- 
crats, Popocrats, Populists or Fusion- 
ists will “name the successor to Sena- 
tor Perkins."”” The successor to Sena- 
tor Perkins will be George C. Perkins, 
and he will be named by the Repub- 


lican majority of the next State Legis-. 


lature. 

As @ general proposition, it is not 
“political wisdom” for any party to 
enter into an alliance with another 
party for the mere purpose of dividing 
the loaves and fishes. When a political 
party is reduced to the exigency of 
fighting for spoils rather than for prin- 
ciples, it has entered into a state of 
decadence from which it cannot be 
rescued without the application of 
heroic remedies. 

When it comes to a question of what 
constitutes a “judicious bargain,” there 
are always two sides to the issue, and 
each party to the bargain is after the 
best side of it.

A STRAW IN THE WIND. 


One great cause of the business de- 
pression at the East is the fear of 
Bryan’s election, which is possible, 
though not probable. Still capital is 
conseryative and buttons up its pockets 
at the faintest alarm. The Riverside 
Press, a day or two ago, had an article 
in it8S local columns which illustrates 
the condition of manufacturing affairs: 

“Mr. Poore had an exceptional op- 
| portunity to note the condition of Wal- 


tham, where he formerly conducted 
store, 


3000 operatives ordinarily employed. 
Only about half this number now have 
work. The factories run but four days 
a week. Cotton mills, which formerly 
employed 1600 hands, are _ entirely 
closed down. In one factory usually 
employing 8000 hands, only 2000 are 
at work. The same conditions ob- 
tained in all the New England manu- 
facturing cities, and the worst of it is 
there seems at present no hope of bet- 
ter times. Factory owners ‘informed 
Mr. Poore, however, that as soon as 
Republican protection was assured 
them the mills would be started and 
money put in circulation.” 

California's position is so isolated 
from the great manufacturing centers 
that she is the last State to feel the 
effects of a financial depression at the 
East. But that she does feel them is 
instanced in the falling off in the de- 
mand for California fruits, as well as 
the decline in prices for the same. 

The California fruit-growers are 

more directly interested in the election 
| of William McKinley than any other 
| class of our citizens, unless it be the 
wool-growers. With a protective tariff 
in force the dried fruits of Southern 
Europe would be. crowded out of the 
far-Eastern markets, giving California 
products a fair chance, and the mills 
' being all in operation, through a pro- 


tective tariff that would keep out for- 
eign cotton and woolen goods, would 
‘give the operatives plenty of work ani 
plenty of money to buy our fruits. It 
| is of vital importance to all classes in

A STONE-CUTTER’S SON. 


Thirty-seven years ago today, in San 
Francisco, died a man whose career 
was one of the romances of reality and 
afforded another exemplification of the 
old adage that “Truth is stranger than 
fiction.” We refer to David C. Brode- 
rick, acting Lieutenant-Governor of 
California from 1851 to 1853 and elected 
United States Senator from California 
in 1857. 

Broderick, born. in Washington 
City of Irish parents, was strictly an 
American possibility. In no other 
country could the son of a stone-cutter, 
who worked for $3 a day, have risen to 
the power he reached and wielded with 
a pertinaeity- that overcame the genius 
of men higher born and more scholarly 
than himself. At 16 years old he was 
carrying water in a marble yard; at 21 
a ward politician and volunteer fire- 
man in New York; at 30 years, the 
strongest man in the Tammany coun- 
cils; at 32 the leader of the “Free 
State” fight in the constitutional con- 
vention of this State; at 39 a Senator 
of the United States, and one of its 
most intensely practical legislators, 
and at 41 dead from a bullet wound 
received from the hand of a former in- 
timate personal friend, There’s ro- 
mance, if you want it. 

No other man in American public 
life ever had such an uphill struggle as 
did this great, burly mechanic. His 
aggressive nature ill brooked resist- 
ance, and only sought to pulverize it 
by attrition. Yet under all this leaven 
of pugnacity beat a warm heart and 
an unflinching sense of justice. The 
question with him was not whether a 
thing was expedient, but whether it 
was founded in equity and could be 
sustained by precedent. There was 
enough of the old Roman senator in 
him for any two that have since filled 
his place. Passing hurriedly over the 


life, we find him employed in 1850 at 
an assay office on the plaza of San 
Francisco, kept by Frederic D. Kohler, 
who was chief engineer of the volun- 
teer fire department. Broderick was 
foreman of Empire Engine Company 
No. 1. When the fight for statehood 
began, Broderick had formidable an- 
tagonists both in the Whig party and 
his own, as there was a strong South- 
ern element of population in California 
who hoped to transfer the “peculiar 
institution” from the Sunny South to 
this new State. But Broderick was 
fully equal to the occasion, and selected 
three men to aid him on whose fidelity 
he could count and whose friendship 
no promises nor bribes could alienate. 
First was Capt. John C. Fremont of 
Mariposa; second was George W. 
Wright, a native of Nantucket and a 
member of the great banking firm of 
Palmer, Cook & Co., and last, but not 
least, Pablo de la Guerra of Santa Bar- 
bara, by long odds the foremost man 
in all the native population of that 
day. In describing the incidents of 


that great occasion, many years after- 
ward, Gen. Fremont said: “The strug- 
gle seemed so unequal from the very 
outset that I felt a dozen times like 
abandoning it, but Broderick and La 
Guerra kept cheering me up and urg- 
ing me to renewed efforts. The truth 
was that Broderick’s knowledge of 
handling conventions was the key to 
all our success. I was just as earnest 


dia 
In the watch factories there are 


as he, and so was Wright, but neither 
of us could anticipate the intent of 
motions made on the floor as Brode- 
rick did. The people of California can 
thank him more than any other ten 
men in that convention for the fact 
that we are a free State.” 

In 1855, finding that he could not be 
elected Senator himself, Broderi¢k’s 
superb tact blocked the game and made 
a tie vote of it, rather than have this 
State represented by Henry S. Foote, 
| an avowed pro-slavery man. In 1857 

he was elected himself, and, at the ses- 
sion of 1859, when the Lecompton in- 
iquity was under discussion in the Sen- 
ate, bitterly denounced President Bu- 
chanan for his subservience to the 
slavery powers. In 1859, finding that 
the slavery wing of the Democratic 
party had control of the organization, 
Broderick gut up a Free Soil ticket and 
nominated John Currey of Benicia for 
Governor. A challenge to him had al- 
ready been carried by Samuel Brooks 
in behalf of Judge Terry, but Brode- 
rick declined to fight till after the elec- 
tion. He began a canvass of the State 
at Yreka and finished at Santa Bar- 
bara. In the course of his speech at 
Weaverville he said: 

“I have watched the aggressions of 
the slave power for twenty years and 
find that the more concessions you 
make to it the more it wants. It is 
like the horse-leech’s daughter, cry- 
ing ‘Give; give.’ Its rapacity cannot be 
satisfied with our concessions. Com- 
promise has become a farce, and I will 
consent to no compromise that involves 
the abandonment of a principle. It is 
a question for you to ask your own con- 
sciences, whether you wish to die all 
slaves or to live all freeman.” 

He was not an eloquent man, for the 
reason that he was a man of very 
limited education, but he was a sound 
reasoner, and a very logical man in 
off-hand debate. “I do not clamor for 
the extinction of slavery,” he said on 
another occasion, “but I do demand its 


| restriction to the States where it had 


its origin. The admission of another 
slave State would endanger the per- 
petuity of the Union; and I, for one, do 
not wish to see a single star erased 
from our flag.” At Red Bluff he de- 
nounced President Buchanan in a _bit- 
ter sneer, saying: “Fame is noble, but 
not when it is achieved at a forfeiture 
of manhood; and I would rather die 
the humblest hod-carrier in the State 
than be a President .whose name wil) 
do down to history as the national im- 
becile.” 

His death) is a part of California’s 
history, and its darkest page. The 
free-soil Democrats of this State never 


got over it. In 1860 hundreds of them,

realizing his words that they “must 
either all die slaves or live all free- 
men,” flocked to the standard of Lin- 
coln and carried the State for him. In 
1861 the same element swung into line 
for Stanford and elected him Governor, 
and in 1864 there was not a follower of 
Broderick that did not vote for Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Andrew Johnson, as 
the shortest and easiest way of ending 
the war. | 

Nor did the battle end there. When 
Hancock was nominated for President 
in 1880, Judge Terry forced his nomi- 
nation as a Presidential elector upon 
the Stockton convention. As a most 
natural consequence the old war Dem- 
ocratic vote was denied him, and he 
was defeated, Henry Edgerton of Napa 
being the only Republican elected. 

The men who got their first insight 
into Democracy under the tuition of 
Broderick may be relied upon to vote 
correctly on any question which in- 
volves the national honor or the ques- 
tion of good government. Broderick 
was a mechanic and a believer in the 
dignity of labor. So is McKinley, and 
if Broderick were alive today he would 
be out on the stump for the best friend 
the American workman has had in the 
past twenty years. 

He sleeps at Lone Mountain, his 
slumbers lulled by the boom of the 
restless sea. His example to the youth 
of our State was a good one, for he 
was a manly and upright man. As 
Whittier wrote of Starr King: 


“The great work laid upon his two 
score years 

Was done, and well done. If we drop 
our tears, 

Who loved him as men are seldom 
loved 


We mourn no blighted hope nor broken 


plan. 

In him whose life stands rounded and 

approved 

In ‘the full growth and stature of a 
man.” 


OUR ONLY SAFE COURSE, 


Under our present monetary system 
the government of the United States 
stands back of every dollar of currency. 
The honor, the credit and the good 
faith of the nation are a guaranty 
which suffices to keep every dollar at 
par with every other dollar, irrespec- 
tive of the material of which the money 
is composed. With the exception of 
gold coin—which needs no govern- 
mental support or guaranty, except as 
to the purity or fineness of the metal 
used—the amount of money issued is 


on government account, and the 
amount outstanding is definite and 
subject to control by the government. 
This is absolutely necessary in order 
that the government may be able to 
maintain its pledge to keep every dol- 
lar at a parity with, or equal in ex- 
changeable value to, every other dol- 
lar. 

If the policy of free silver coinage 
were adopted at the rato of 16 to 1 
the government could not stand back 
of the silver «cllar, with a pledge to 
maintain it at a parity with gold. Sil- 
ver bullion would not be purchased by 
the government and coined, as it now 
is, on government account. It would 
be coined for individuals, on individ- 
ual account. The output of coin would 
be unlimited, and no government on 
earth could safely pledge itself to 
maintain an unlimited quantity of 
silver coin at par with gold. Such an 
attempt would surely result in failure, 
The silver dollar, being deprived of the 
government pledge to maintain it 
at a parity, would inevitably fall to the 
bullion value of the silver contained in 
it. This value is at the present time 
less than 51 cents. 

If free silver coinage were adopted 
the value of every dollar of our paper 
currency would follow the value of the 
silver dollar, because the _ silverites 
propose to redeem these paper dollars 
in silver. A paper dollar is worth only 


changed. If exchangeable only for sil- 
ver it would be worth only as much as 
a silver dollar. Therefore, all our pa- 
per money would be pulled down from 
its present plane of value in conse- 
quence of the tumble of silver. The 
value Of the latter would fluctuate from 
day to day, and the value of all our 
currency excepting gold would rise 
and fall with the fluctuations of silver 
bullion. 

A fluctuating currency sooner or 
later cheats everybody who uses it. It 
may apparently, for a time, be advan- 
tageous to some persons, but eventu- 
ally every one will be swindled by rea- 
son of its uneven and uncertain values. 

There is no reason on earth why the 
government of the United States should 
exchange its present system of cur- 
rency—which in many respects is the 
best in the world, though there is ad- 
mittedly a considerable margin for im- 
provement—for an experiment which 
even the warmest advocates of free 
coinage admit would be of un- 
certain outcome. There is every rea- 
son why we should stand fast to the 
system we already have until we can 
clearly see an opportunity to improve 
it. This is precisely what the financial 
plank of the Republican national plat- 
form proposes. It is the only course 
of safety; and it is the course which 
the American people will adopt by an 


overwhelming majority at the coming 
election.

her borders. 


Charles D. Lane of the Utica mine, 
and partner of Alvinza Hayward, is 
said to be paying the expenses of the 
Populist candidates for Congress in 
this fight. This goes to prove what 
The Times has been contending for a 
month past, that the free-silver leaders 
had abandoned all hope of carrying 
the Presidential election with any such 
weak timber as Bryan, and Were going 
to concentrate all their forces upon 
the election of a free-silver delegation 
to Congress from this State. MHay- 
ward is a man who owns a great deal 
of gold-producing property, but he also 
has an immense amount of silver min- 
ing values in Nevada and Idaho.

The recent action of Mayor Pennoyer 
in raising the wages of Portland’s 
eighty odd police officers $5 per month 
to enable them to contribute to the 
Bryan fund in that State will not be 
very pleasing to those Republicans 
who voted for Pennoyer in the hope of 
inaugurating municipal reform. This 
probably will explain the reason why 
two of Mr. Pennoyer’s Police Commis- 
sioners resigned their positions. They 
were not in favor of forcing the tax- 
payers of Portland. to pay for Bryan’s 
campaign expenses in the Webfoot me- 
tropolis.

13:) We have received numerous let- 
ters from American correspondents 
containing what purport to be editorials 
from the Financial News and which 
have’ been reprinted in various western 
papers as “campaign literature.” One 
Omaha paper prints an article stating 
it is “from the London Financial News 
of March 10.”" No such article was 
ever printed by us and its whole tenor 
is directly opposed to the view we have 
taken of the effect of free silver in the 
United States. So far from advocating 


free silver coinage we have persiste.

tion and the withdrawal of all Eu- 
ropean capital. 


NOTE.—For weeks from February to 
August of this year, Mr. Bryan’s pa- 
per, the Omaha World-Herald, paraded 
at the top of its editorial column the 
cutting here reproduced credited to the 
London Financial News and purport- 
ing to explain the advantages the 
United States would reap from the 
adoption of 16 to 1 free coinage. This 
item was first printed by the World- 
Herald February 1, 1896, while William 
J. Bryan was its editor, and was kept 
standing during and since his editor- 
ship. Suspecting a forgery A. C. Platt 
of Lincoln sent the cutting from the 
World-Herald to the editor of the Fi- 
nancial News at London and promptly 
received the reply, a fac _ simile of 
which is given above. The original 
letter is in the possession of the editor 
of the Bee.—(Omaha Bee.

THE CIRCUS HERE, 


GIGANTIC CROWDS ATTEND THE 
OPENING PERFORMANCE. 


An Excellent Show in Every Partic- 
ular — Wonderful Trained Ant- 
mais—Acrobats, Juggiers, Trape- 
zists, Riders and Equilibrists, 
All the Best of Their Kind. 


The circus has come to town. For 
weeks the huge showbills have been 
setting forth the attractions of this 
great combination of two world-famous 
shows, and, for a wonder, the promise 
of them has been amply fulfilled by 
the event. There is only one fault to 
be found with this circus—Argus him- 
self could not take it all in. In ordi- 
nary shows the cross-eyed man has the 
advantage of being able to watch both 
rings at once, but no optical eccen- 
tricity would avail a spectator anxious 
to keep abreast of seven simultaneous 
performances. It is bad enough to have 
three rings, the large central platform, 
and the hippodrome course all going at 
the same time, but when the air is 
filled with flying acrobats and trape- 
zists and the ground is covered with 
contortionists, juggles, athletes and 
equilibrists, it is nothing short of mad- 
dening to be provided with only one 
pair of eyes. The worst of it is that 
every actor is a master in his own line 
and well worth the undivided attention 
of the spectators. There is no concen- 
trating the attention upon one good 
act and letting the others slide, as be- 
ing of secondary importance; any per- 
son of discrimination is compelled to 
watch everything, with the painful 
conviction weighing upon him that 
every time he looks at the left-hand 
ring some unapproachable feat of 
strength or skill is being performed in 
the one on the right or in the middle, 
to say nothing of the platform or the 
overhead construction. 

The parade in the morning was the 
best of its kind and well worthy of the 
show that was advertised by it. The 
whole pageant is repeated in the grand 
tournament, when the procession is 
headed by one of the best bands on 
the road, under the direction of a par- 
ticularly-handsome and imposing drum- 
major. Everything is in that proces- 
sion, from two knights in full-armor 
down to a team of pigs, driven by a 
,clown in a diminutive go-cart. A 
glittering band of equestrians is fol- 
lowedsby a trop of fourteen huge ele- 
phants, or, to be more exact, thirteen 
and a baby, which paces along and 
flaps its ears just like mother. There 
are camels, and tiny ponies, donkeys, 
monkeys and a pair of monster hip- 
popotami. Santa Claus is there, and 
Cinderella with her prince, and Roman 
chariot-drivers, to say nothing of jock- 
eys, vaqueros and a gallant troop of 
well-made men and pretty girls on the 
finest of horses. 

Hardly is one’s breath regained after 
the grand entré, when there comes 
the display of living statues, in classi- 
cal and modern groups. Then, lest the 
performance should be too serious, a 
band of clowns takes the stage, with 
comic songs  side-splitting per- 
formances. While these are occupy- 
ing the public mind, men are putting 
up .the nets and tightening ropes, 
while graceful figures, clad in bright 
and delicate hues, stand waiting to do 
the most astonishing things in midair. 
The real circus has begun. After the 
wonderful performance on the aerial 
bars, the rings are cleared again, and 
two natty riders canter into the rings 
at each end, there to show their own 
grace and skill in managing the beau- 
tiful horses, which display almost 
human intelligence. The central ring, 
however, is the attraction, for here six 
dainty, miniature ponies do all sorts 
of clever things. They are mischiev- 
ous, too, and have to be admonished by 
the trainer, for every little sinner of 
the lot is burning to be the clown pony, 
and do things all contrary-wise. 

Then comes One of the trials of life, for 
everything goes on at once during the 
next fifteen minutes, and the brain 
reels with the effort to keep track of 
seven or eight distinct and most-fetch- 
ing performances.

These next wonders of the brute crea- 

tion are seals and sea lions from 
Alaska. They are well-nigh human in 
intelligence, and are marvelously 
trained. They smoke cigars and ring 
bells, fan themselves and juggle with 
a baton. Then they are given musical 
instruments, and form a band that 
would draw the biggest crowd ever 
seen in a street, especially the clown 
seal, which will not. stop drumming 
with that particularly active flipper. 
Aftr a duet between two sea lions, 
with a banjo accompaniment by the 
clown seal, all are fed and go home 
happy. 
More trick riding, aerial flights and 
acrobatic displays follow, and then 
comes the final performance, the Ro- 
man hippodrome, beginning with the 
broadsword combat on horseback be- 
tween two mailed knights, and ending 
with the Roman chariot race. In this 
part of the programme is an exhibition 
of marvelous lariat-throwing and rough 
riding, by Mustang Walter, who ought 
to rank as chief of vaqueros. 

The usual concert is given at the 
close, and then the animals are fed, 
and everybody having taken in every- 
thing in sight, goes home tired, but 
happy, well satisfied that this is one 
of the very best shows now in exist- 
ence.

A KANSAS CYCLONE TOYS WITH 
THEIR WHISKERS. 


The Ready Reckoner Still Working 
on the Roll of the Silwer-plated 
Republican Club—Candidate Haz. 
ard Delicately Resigns. 


A stange, weird, unearthly sound, a 
hum like nothing ever heard before on 
land or sea, came floating on the even- 
ing air when the Assistant Populists 
were gathered in the back room of the 
Mining Exchange last night. 
was in that hum a =~suggestion of 
many dynamos, or a reminiscence 
of the cables that once whizzed 
and clattered beneath the _ streets, 
but it was none of these. It 
was the buzz of the wheels of the 
lightning calculating machine in the 
secretary’s head, and when the machine 
stopped with a loud click the secretary 
announced that the number of names 
on thie roll of the Silver-plated Repub- 
lican club was 2164. 


When the applause subsided, the 
secretary read a letter from a Nebraska 
banker assuring the club that W. J. 
Bryan is the “purest man and finest 
speaker in the United States.” A mem- 
ber said he was glad to learn that there 
is one honest banker in the country, 
and the club applauded again. 

Henry T. Hazard offered his resigna- 
tion as a member of the club, explaining 
that as he was a candidate on the 
Populist ticket it would not be proper 
for him to retain membership, and he 
requested the club to refrain from in- 
dorsing him or any other candidate ex- 
cept Bryan, Barlow and the Popocratic 
legislative ticket. The club adopted a 
resolution embodying his suggestion, 
and Mr. Hazard bade the club a tearful 
farewell and wiped his eyes with his 
Populistic nomination, 

Fallen-Pillar Murphey edged along 
the wall to a seat within range of the 
chairman’s eye, but the club wanted to 
hear somebody else, for a change, and 
no popular demand for “Murphey”’ 
broke loose. 

Rev. George E. Dye was in the chair 
and he congratulated the the club 
upon its good behavior in the presence 
of ladies, and the notable absence of 
“cussing,” swearing and smoking 
which he seemed to think were the 
regular accompaniments of a political 
meeting. The club did not ask him what 
sort of meetings he had been in the 
habit of attending, but accepted the 
left-handed compliment with becoming 
humility. The Reverend Dye then in- 
troduced Mrs. Maynard, a suffragist 
advocate, with exquisite tact. He as- 
sured the audience that, although a 
woman, Mrs. Maynard was intelligent. 
He even vouched for her intelligence, 
just as the man in the circus goes bail 
for the intelligence of his singing seals. 

Col. Maynard made a speech about 
woman suffrage, and if the men who 


have the ballot for a bangle to their 
bracelets they are brutes, and that’s all 
there is to it. 

After the lady had demonstrated that 
she had just as much intelligence as 
the chairman, and that if preachers 
are allowed to vote, the women cannot 
be justly barred, the Reverend Dye in- 
structed the deacons to take up a col- 
lection. That was where he was on 
familiar ground, and he gave the dea- 
cons some useful pointers on extracting 
contributions from unwilling pockets. 
“Just walk right up to your victim and 
look him in the eye,” said the reverend 
politician. “Stand there and look at 
him until he yields.” 

Acting upon these instructions, the 
deacons went about fixing people with 
their glittering eyes, while the chair- 
man rubbed his hands and assumed a 
most persuasive smile. Several mem- 
bers of the club who were near the 
door managed to escape untouched, but 
por eenee was quite a success on the 
whole.

SARDOU IN HIS STUDY. 


A Chat with the Greatest of Modern 
Playwrights. 

Kathryn Kidder, who plays the title 
role in “Mme. Sans Gene,” chatted a 
few moments the other day about her 
meeting with Sardou, the groat play- 
wright.

LONG BEACH. 


Complications Arising in the Matter 
of Disincorporation. 

LONG REACH, Sept. 22.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) Numerous are the 
complications arising from the disin- 
corporation tangle. As the matter now 
stands a peremptory mandamus issued 
by Judge Clark directing the City 
Trustees to canvass the vote of the dis- 
incorporation election is pending on ap- 
peal in the Supreme Court. The Trus- 
tees have not yet canvassed the vote, 
As an incidental there is a temporary 
injunction issued by Judge Van Dyke 
restrainine the late Trustees from 
mecting or doing any business as such, 
except what may be necessary to dis- 
solve the city government. The ques- 
tion will come before Judge Van Dyke 
next Monday to determine whether the 
injunction shall be made permanent or 
whether the City Trustees may per- 
form all fuctions as such until the Su- 
preme Court rules on the question of 


the mandate appealed from Judge 
Clark. 
J. McCarthy, whose saloon was 


the only one kept in town, and which 
led to the agitation that brought on 
the present tangle, has reopeed. The 
place has been kept closed since the 
passage of an ordinance by the late 
Trustees prohibiting saloons. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy says he is operating under a 
county license. Opponents of disinéor- 
poration say that if it be determined 
the city has not dissolved, then he will 
be liable for violation of the city ordi- 
nance in Keeping open now. 

Other problems are arising. The 
present contract for electric street- 
lighting expires on the 27th inst. Ex- 
elusive of lighting the wharf. which 
is under a separate agreement, the con- 
tract for street-lighting aliows the 
company $1 per month each for about 
forty incandescent Lights. The com- 
pany, it is said, does not feel justified 
in continuing the service and taking 
chances on getting compensation. It 
has been suggested that perhaps the 
necessary sum to tide over the emer- 
gency may be raised by popular sub- 
scription. 

The matter of keeping up the City 
Park is also in doubt. It has been cost- 
ing the city about $45 per month, The 
man employed to care for the place 
says he does not feel warranted in 
keeping up the service after October 1, 
unless his pay is assured. 

There is much work which needs to 
be done by the street department, as 
is usual previous to the winter rains. 
Chuch-holes need filling, culverts need 
clearing, crossings need repairing, gut- 
ters need cleaning, and storm drains 
need to be dug for the accommodation 
of flood water. There seems to be no 
way to accomplish this work, for the 
City Marshal, who is also Street Super- 
intendent, has no funds at his  dis- 
posal for the purpose, and no means of 
obtaining any. 

The contract for street-sprinkling, it 
is provided, shall continue till the con- 
tractor is notified to quit, and such no- 
tice has not been given. Two carts 
have been employed about twenty-six 
days each per month, eight hours con- 
stituting a day’s work. The compensa- 
tion is $2 per day each, making the cost 
of sprinkling something over $100 per 
month. Whether this service will be 
continued remains to be seen. 

Street Superintendent N. T. Kinman 
is in doubt whether he can legally re- 
ceive the contractor's returns for the 
grading of Chestnut street. between 
Ocean avenue and Second § street, 
amounting to $510, and for the grad- 
ing and sidewalking of Pine street be- 
tween Ocean avenue and Sixth street, 
amounting to $2411. 

The question also arises as to the 
wharf, for which bonds were issued by 
the city. The bonds have been in part 
paid. Should the disincorporation of 
the town result in the county gettine 
possession of the wharf, it is ques- 
tioned whether reincorporation could 
give the town possession again.

Study” were taken up and many vital 
points were touched.

The subject of patriotism proved the 
most interesting theme of the forenoon 
Session, and it was demonstrated be- 
yond doubt that all the way from 
Washington to McKinley patriotism 
has prospered, and the world has been 
made better by erica’s existence. 
Prof. Keyes declared that the story of 
great men’s lives is what constitutes 
the real history of one’s country. Prof.

REDLANDS. 


Earliest Orange Senson in the His- 
tory of the State. 
REDLANDS, Sept. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It is now very evident 
that this is to be the earliest orange 
season in the history of the State, beat- 
ing the record of last year by nearly 
a month, although last year was two 
or three weeks earlier than usual. Or- 
dinarily this would be no advantage 
to the State, as it would simply force 
our fruits into the Florida season, and 
thus create undesirable competition. 
But now that Florida for a few years 
is producing little or no fruit, the mar- 
kets are almost devoid of oranges for 
the holiday trade. Last year eastern 
buyers were here begging for fruit for 
the holiday season, and carload after 
carload of green fruit was sold at big 
prices. The fruit was not fit to eat, 
but it sold readily. Of course every- 
body here knows that the fruit will 
not be ripe before January, even this 
year, but it will have the advantage 
over last year of not being quite as 
sour and of being well colored. It is 
expected that shipments will be made 
by November 5. It is hoped that the 
eastern buyers will keep their heads 
better than last year and not so flood 
the markets with inferior fruit before 
the holidays that prices will be demor- 
alized for a couple of months after- 


ward. 
REDLANDS BREVITIES. 

The Baptist Church of this city has 
sent Miss Lizzie Thompson to Sitka, 
Alaska, as missionary to the Indians 
of that country.

Defendant in his answer alleges that

Del Amo was married in February, 
1890, to Miss Susana Dominguez, one 
of the heirs to the great Dominguez 
estate. and she conveyed to him one- 
half interest in all her property. The 
marriage was bitterly opposed by the 
family of Miss Dominguez, and it is 
said that Del Amo retained Maravilla 
to protect him from the anger of his 
wife’s relatives. 

The plaintiff was on the stand yester- 
day. A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, but the case was not concluded, 
It will be continued this morning.

From this it appears that between 


the discovery of America and the close 
of the year 1885, the amount of gold 
produced probably did not in any year 
exceed in weight 20 per cent. of the 
amount of silver produced. From 1493 
to 1520 the proportion was about 11 to 
89, but after that period the gap began 
to widen steadily, until in the period 
1581-1600, the gold production was equal 
to only 1.7 per cent. of the total pre- 
cious metal output. During the next 
hundred years the percentage of gold 
output did not rise above 3:5 per cent. 
By 1740-1760, it had reached 4.4 per 
cent., but in the next twenty years it 
dropped to an average of 3.1 per cent., 
and from 1781 to 1800 the average was 
only 2 per cent. It was during this 
last-mentioned period that the United 
States. mint was established. 

For the twenty years following the 
opening of the present century the av- 
erage was about 2 per cent. Afterward 
(1821-1820,) it rose to 3 per cent., then 
(1831-1840) to 3.3 per cent., and subse- 
quently (1841-1851) to 6.6 per cent. About 
the middle of this century occurred the 
California and Australian gold discov- 
eries, and for some years the percent- 
age of gold output showed great gains. 
From 18.4 per cent. in 1851-1855, it de- 
clined to 5 per cent. in 1881-1885. It is 
interesting to note that silver was 
practically demonetized by the United 
States about fifteen years before the 
California gold discoveries, and during 
a period (1831-1840) when the pcercert- 
age of gold output was only 3.3 per 
cent. of the total world production of 
the precious metals. 

In publishing this table the United 
States Investor calls attention to a 
noteworthy fact as follows: 

“A study of the relative production 
of gold and silver, when measured in 
terms of value, is equally instructive. 

“We see that in 1493-1520, the value of 
the world’s output of gold was 57 per 
cent. of the value of the total produc- 
tion of the precious metals. It never 
reached such a figure again until after 
1850, a period of 330 years. During 
this long interval the percentage of the 
gold output, when measured in money, 
dropped to as low as 17.2: per cent. 
When the United States mint was es- 
tablished, it was less than 24 per cent., 
and had been declining for forty years 
previously, the percentage for 1741-1760 
being 40.5 per cent. In _ 1831-1840 (in 
which period silver was practically de- 
monetized in this country,) there was a 
rise to 34.9 per cent. The gold discov- 
eries, of course, made a great differ- 
ence in the relative value of the gold 
and silver output of the world. 

“One very noteworthy fact should be 
borne—in—mind,—namely, that whereas 
the gold production had by 1881-1885 
decreased to 5 per cent. of the total out- 
put of the precious metals when meas- 
ured in weight, there was no such de- 
cline when measured in value. From 
1851-1855 to 1881-1885, there was a drop 
in the weight figures from 18.4 to 5, or 
about 72 per cent., whereas the decline 
in the value figures was from 77.6 to 
49.3, or only about 36 per cent. There 
should have been a greater decline in 
the value figures, other things being 
equal. But other things were not equal. 

This can be shown in the following 
'manner: In 1841-1850 the gold produc- 
' tion by weight was 6.6 per cent., and 
by value it was 52.7 per cent.; in 1876- 
1880 the product by weight was the | 
same as in the first-mentioned period, | 
but by value it was considerably nis | 


‘ereased, namely, to 55.7 per cent. This 
| means, of course, that while relatively | 
as much silver in weight was produced 
in one period as in the other, there was 
a decreasing demand for it, which 
made it drop in price as regards gold— 
and this, too, despite the fact that from 
1878 to 1880 the United States govern- 
ment coined about $300,000,000 of silver 
under the Bland-Allison law, or more 
than thirty-seven times as much as all 
the silver coined from 1792 to 1878 in 
this country. 3 

“Attention should be drawn to the 
fact that during the period 1871-1875, 
the weight figures for gold were 8&1 
per cent. Now it was during this pe- 
riod that Germany went on to a gold 
basis, and we are consequently justi- 
fied in assuming that so low a percent- 
age as 8.8 was discovered to be suffi- 
cient to allow a wide increase in the 
use of gold for money purposes.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

LEMONS. The lemon market of this 
country never was in a worse condition 
than this season. The reason has been 
the dumping of a vast number of in- 
ferior lemons from Sicily at New York. 
So serious have been the results that 
a vigorous effort is now being made 
to establish some system of inspection 
at Mediterranean ports, so as to prevent 
the shipping of this rubbish. The New 
York Journal of Commerce says on this 
subject: 

“A movement is now on foot in Sicily 
for a system of inspection of fruit in- 
tended for exportation, which may, if 
generally adopted, remove the source of 
,a good deal of past and present diffi- 
, culties In the trade in this country. 
| One of the leading causes of the heavy 
‘Bosses in the lemon trade here this sea- 

son was the inferior quality of the fruit 
, shipped from Sicily. Advices have re- 
' cently been received that arrangements 
|for preventing shipments of poor fruit 
/another season have already been per- 
| fected at Catania, Italy, and _ similar 
‘plans have been proposed at Palermo 
several other prominent export 
depots. The Societa Agrumaria Etnea 
and the Unione Agrumaria of Catania, 
have united in establising an inspection 
bureau. which will inspect .all fruit in- 
' tended for export to America, and issue 
certificates to exporters of all such 
' fruit as is considered merchantable and 
‘suitable for shipment to foreign mar- 
kets. These certificates will be required 
as a requisite for shipment of the fruit.” 

So serious has been the depression 
that prices ran down to $1 and $1.50 
per box in New York. 


SHORT. WINE OUTPUT. An agent 
of the United States Revenue Office, 
just returned to San Francisco from 
an official visit to the upper San Joa- 
auin, has reached the conclusién that 
the sweet-wine output of that section 
for 1896 will be less than half what it 
was for the season of 1895. This means 
that the sweet-wine output will hardly 
reach the 2,000,000-gallon mark. The 
same territory last year produced 4,233,- 
000 gallons of sweet wine. Dry-wine 
making will be subjected to the same 
proportionate loss.

BRITISH COLUMBIA SALMON. A 
British Columbia journal reports that 
something like 320,000 to 325,000 cases 
will be the Frazer River salmon pack 
for the present season, which, added 
to the northern pack of 239,000 cases, 
brings the pack of British Columbia 
to nearly 665,000 cases. This was ex- 
pected to be the ordinarily light sea- 
son, and in consequence many of the 
canneries had neither cans nor help 
enough to catch and pack all the fish 
which might have been taken. The 
shortness of the 150,000 cases, owing to 
the strikes among the fishermen, will 
have the effect of preventing the mar- 
ket from being overstocked, though on 
the Sound a considerable number of 
fish are yet being taken, There were 
at one time appearances that the fish 
might have been a little dearer, but, 
under all the circumstances, it may 
be expected that present prices will rule 
firm. Meantime, a fair number of sal- 
mon have been shipped away in ice, 
and a somewhat larger quantity has 
been salted.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The stock market 
showed a moderate increase in activity today, 
and business was well distributed, with Sugar 
in the lead in extent of trading.

There are some good voices in the 
Americus Club, and all those members 
willing to join the glee club have been 
asked to send their names to Herbert 
Holt, at the First National Bank, at 
once, in order that rehearsals may be 
arranged. There will be a meeting of 
the Americus Club Wednesday evening 
in the Recorder’s courtroom, and all 
members proposing to join are ex- 
pected to send their names before 
Wednesday evening, in order that they 
may secure their uniforms in time for 
the great meeting of October 6.

PASADENA BREVITIES. 


The interest in the granting of the 
proposed franchise to the Southern 
California road to cross Walnut street 
with a double track is not confined to 
the owners of property abutting the 
proposed privilege, but extends to all 
those who cross the track, and who 
live on the west side of the Wilson 
school district. The Star this evening 
has the following to say in regard to 
the granting of the franchise: “This 
franchise would work such serious in- 
jury toa residence section and a school 
and public-building section of the city 
that the Council may well consider it 
a paramount duty to protect it. The 
settlement of any dispute between the 
railroad company and Mr. Legge is a 
private matter. The guarding of the 
public streets from _ confiscation for 
switchihg purposes is a public trust, 
and the members of the Council may 
be sure that they are carrying out that 
trust by refusing the desired privilege. 
They may be sure, too, that they are 
thus doing the railroad company no in- 
justice, for it has never been under- 
stood. and the company has had no 
warrant for understanding, that the 
straightening of the track involved the 
maintenance of a double track through 
the Legge property and of a switching 
ground there. The inconvenience and 
danger to the public of such tracks and 
such yard are too obvious to be stated.” 

The yearly nuisance, which it was 
promised would be abolished by the in- 
troduction of a State series of text- 
books, is vexing the parents of school 
children in Pasadena just now. There 
is another change in the text-books, 
the change of last year being a great 
trial to the patience, but this is still 
more vexing, as it makes two sets of 
school books that probably cannot be 
handed down to younger members of 
the family.

SAILORS’ STRANGE TALE. 

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 22.—The junk Pe- 
kin arrived in port this morning with 
a remarkable story.

Proposal Accepted for Electric Hall- | 

way Franchise—"Glove Contests.” 

SANTA MONICA, Sept. 22.—(Regu- | 
lar Correspondence.) Anticipated op po- 
sition to the granting of a ‘franchise 
applied for by-the Pasadena and Pa-., 
cific Railway Company failed to mate-_ 
rialize at the meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees on Minday evening. The ' 
only bid recelved for the purcnase of | 
the franchise was from that company. . 
The sum offered was $126. Trustee Gil- | 
lis moved that the proposal be ac-'! 
cepted on condition that Second street | 
from Utah avenue to California ave- | 
nue be eliminated. 

Lrustee Carrillo said he favored giv- | 
ing the Company all it ought to have, | 
but he could not vote to grant the | 
franchise. Utah avenue was stricken | 
out, so that other railway companies 
that desired to do so could come in. 

Trustee Gillis said as he understood 
it certain portions of the proposed 
routes had been stricken out so as to 
give a chance for other roads to en- 
ter town. Any road could come in if It 
did not run more than five consecutive 
blocks along a route for which a fran- 
chise had already been granted . 

By a vote of Trustees Gillis, Hostetter 
and Jones against Trustees Roth and 
Carrillo, the proposal of the Pasadena 
and Pacific Company was accepted. 
Second street to be eliminated. To 
comply with law, action on the neces- 
sary ordinance was delayed two weeks. 
General Manager E. P. Clark of that 
company was present, and said con- 
sent would be given to the striking 
out of Second street from the fran- 


chise. 
OTHER BUSINESS. 

On motion of Trustee Carillo, the 
City Attorney was directed to condemn 
rights-of-way for a trunk sewer and 
to form the city into a district for that 
purpose. Mr. Carrillo said there were 
people who wanted to build in town, 
but would not because there was no 
sewer. The condition was serious. It 
would cost only $6.50 or $7 per lot for 
the trunk sewer. 

A motion to discontinue the services 
of Deputy City Marshal Webb was 
adopted, Trustee Roth and Carrillo 
voting against it. A motion to dis- 
charge the two police officers employed 
by the city was lost by a vote of the 
“solid three,” Trustees Roth and Ca- 
rillo voting in favor of it. 

It was decided to employ a consult- 
ing engineer in the matter of a bridge 
on Ocean avenue, near Railroad avenue. 

Trustee Hostetter moved the adop- 
tion of the following: “Resolved, that 
the so-called ‘glove contests’ are detri- 
mental to the interests of this town, 
when they are conducted as public ex- 
hibitions, and that no such exhibition 
shall be allowed within the limits of the 
town of Santa Monica, and the Marshal 
and police force are hereby notified to 
report any such public exhibition to 
this board.” 

City Attorney Tanner declared 4 res- 
olution of that kind was right. It 
made no difference whether it was a 
sparring match or a glove exhibition; 
the public would get the impression it 
was a prizefight. If the town did not 
keep out this sort of thing, as well as 
the tin-horn gamblefs, it would get tnta 
the same condition as Redondo, in 
which place there seemed to be a good 
deal of trouble. The resolution was 
adopted. 

After adopting a resolution fixing the 
meeting hour at 2:30 instead of 7:30 
p.m., the board adjourned. 

The franchise, the proposal for which 
was accepted, provides that for all lines 
now constructed operation shall com- 
mence immediately and continue daily.

RIVERSIDE, Sept. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The construction placed 
on the reference to the tax rate in yes- 
terday’s letter seems to be that no re- 
duction was made in this county. As 
a matter of fact, the rate was cut from 
2 on $100 to $1.55. The $2 rate, how- 
ever, was simply outrageous and the 
$1.55 rate is higher than its neighbors.

THE SPEECH WHICH THE M’KIN- 
LEY CLUB ENJOYED. 


A... 


It Was Made by Frank F. Davis of 
Minnesota and Was an Oratori- 
cal Gem—Forty Minutes of Solid 
Logic, Clean-cut Facts and Other 
Things. 


There's a new orator in town. 

Hiis name is Frank F. Davis of Min- 
nesota, and for forty minutes last 
evening the eloquence, vigor and force 
of his first speech in Los Angeles 
claimed the closest attention of the 
McKinley Club members, who were 
present in foree at the regular weekly 
meeting of the club, 

“Mr. Davis is-an attorney, well known 
in the political and social circles of his 
State, where he has been. repeatedly 
honored by being chosen td represent 
the Republicans of his district in na- 
tional conventions. Solidly built, is 
Mr. Davis, clean shaven, with straight, 
thin lips, that close like a vise when a 
forcible argument comes from them, 
and expand in a pleasing smile with 
the use of a humorous illustration or a 
bit of sarcasm at the expense of his 
political opponents. 

* His speech last evening was a model 
of What may be said in forty minutes 
concerning the issues of the present 
campaign, 

Mr. Davis was introduced by Prest- 
dent Frank Flint, and prefaced his 
speech with a sentence or two, indicat- 
ing his pleasure in being able to ad- 
dress an audience of loyal California 
Republicans, and to learn, as he had, 
the falsity of reports sent East con- 
cerning the attitude of the Republicans 
of this State. From this, the speaker 
launched into a review of the Repub- 
lican party’s history, dwelling with 
words of eulogy upon its labor in lift- 
ing the slave from servitude to free- 
dom: its work of reconstructing the 
sundered remnants of the Union, when 
the war was ended; its policy by which 
the broad western prairies were thrown 
open to settlers and made to blossom 
as the rose, and lastly its scheme of 
protection to American labor and indus- 
tries, that capstone and climax to a 
glorious record of faithful and efficient 
service in behalf of the nation. 

The scheme of reciprocity was cited 
by the speaker as an example of what 
Republican statesmen had evolved, the 
benefits of which, had the plan not been 
cut down by Democracy in the shape of 
the Wilson bill, would now be enjoyed 
by the manufacturers and producing 
classes of this country. With that sys- 
tem in operation we would, in five 
years’ time, have a balance of trade in 
our favor amounting to a hundred bil- 
lion of dollars. That would mean, said 
the speaker, fewer idle hands by far, 
and less wagging of idle tongues about 
free silver.” The St. ‘Louis platform, 
said the speaker, has a voice in it for 
a splendid American navy, a pledge 
of protection for the wool and mines of 
the country, a sympathy expressed for 
Armenia, and for the struggling pat- 
riots of Cuba, and a promise of an hon- 
est day’s pey for an honest day’s 
work. Against this series of solid 
planks, all guaranteed by an untar- 
nished_party_history, stands the mass 
of verbiage formulated at Chicago by 
the convention called Democratic, 
which in substance professed to find a 
remedy for all the ills that beset us, in 
the opening of our mints to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. 

The fallacies of free-silver arguments 
were cleverly demonstrated by the 
speaker, who ridiculed the idea enter- 
tained by some that the government 
printing presses could create value. The 
loss whnch free coinage and a depre- 
ciated currenty would entail upon the 
five million depositors in saving banks 
and the pensioned veterans of the war 
was alluded to, and the benefits cf such 
legislation was shown would be enjoyed 
exclusively by the present owners of 
silver bullion. The trouble is not from 
a lack of cireulating medium, said Mr, 
Davis, for the government has coined 
more silver dollars since 1873 than it 
did in the 100 years preceding that 
time. There is plenty of money in the 
country. The trouble is that while 
there is an abundance of coin, it Is 
not in cireviation. Why? Because of 
lack of confidence, engendered in the 
minds of people by the four years we 
have enjoyed of Democracy under 
Cleveland. Faith is what is needed, and 
Bryan isn't producing that. 

There were cries of “go on" from the 
audience, when Mr. Davis intimated his 
intention of closing his speech, but in 
a graceful manner, the speaker ex- 
pressed his apreciation of the recep- 
tion accorded, and brought his adéress 
to a close. 

President Flint anounced that the 
Americus Republican Club of Pasadena 
would be invited to join with the Mc- 
Kinley Club in its meeting next Tues- 
day evening. when Mr. Davis, who has 
ehasen this city as his permanent home 
will address the meeting.

AN INHUMAN FATHER. 


Cruelly Beats His Sick Child—Cen- 
sured by Coroner’s Jury. 

A case of most inhuman treatment of 

a child: was brought to the attention of 
Coroner Campbell yesterday. A besotted 
father cruelly his three-and-one- 
half-year-old daughter, who was sick 
unto death, and then plunged her in a 
bath of icy water. The child died, not 
from the effects of this barbarous 
treatment, but from a bowel complaint 
and a coroner’s jury censured the in- 
human parent for his cruelty. 
: The man is Juan Perrez, who lives at 
San Gabriel. His little daughter Geor- 
gia was taken sick a few days ago and 
he in a drunken spree administered her 
a severe beating with a switch. Not 
satisfied with that, he threw her into 
a cold-water bath. This occurred Sun- 
day night. About 7 o’clock last night 
the child died. Coroner Campbell was 
notified, and went to San Gabriel yes- 
terday morning, where he held an au- 
topsy. 

He found that death had been caused 
by an obstruction and ulceration of the 
bowels. A jury was impaneled and the 
father of the child was examined. He 
was in a state of intoxication, but said 
he was not as drunk then as when he 
whipped the child, and said that some 
days he drank a gallon and other days 
two gallons. 

After Hstening to the testimony, the 
jury rendered the following verdict: 
“We find that death was caused by an 
obstruction and ulceration of the bow- 
els, and we, the jury, censure the father 
for the inhuman treatment of the de- 
ceased by beating and plunging her in 
cold water while sick,”
